No precise quota- 
tions for fourth quarter have yet 
been made. For the half year flat 
prices iave ranged from ?4^5 to 
$4.50, and at th.e present time there 
are sellers for tiie balance of the year, 
say five months, at $4.50 and probably 
at-a shade less. Fourth quarter alone, 
however, is another proposition, since 
operators f^el they should have more 
money for the last three months of 
the year than the average for the five 
months, on account of there being 
prospects 
of two months of bad 


weather at the eud of the year, with, 
uncertain, shipping conditions.

METHOD TO FOLLOW 


IN PRESENTING LOSS 


AND DAMAGE CLAIMS 


New Tork Central Issues Circular 


Outlining What the Require- 


ments Are. 


Suggestions as to the 
form 
and 


substance of loss and damage claims 
lor coal and coke shipments have 
been embodied in a circular recently 
issued by.G. N. Snider, coal traffic 
manager ot the New York Central 
Railroad, who states that General 
Order No. 41 of the Directoj General 
of Railroads necessitates the meeting 
of certain requirements before the 
carriers can pay such claims. 


Use of the standard blank approved 


by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is recommended. 
This blank, 


printed on 8Va by 11 paper, provides 
spaces "for the name and address; 
road and individual to whom claim 
is presented, railroad and claimant's 
claim number, amount of claim, de- 
scription 
of 
shipment, 
consignor, 


consignee, - method 
of 
computing 


claim and list of supporting docu- 
ments. The latter consist of: 


(1) the original paid freight bill, 


if freight charges were collected at 
destination; (2) the original bill of 
lading, if any was issued, and (3) 
the'original or certified copy'of the 
invoice of value on which the claim 
is based. If any necessary document 
has been lost or 
destroyed, "the 


ctalm-ant," says Btr. Snider, "shall 
file a bond of indemnity to cover." 


Under the head of basis for claim. 


the railroad circular says: 


"1. If defective car, -state nature, 


size, age, location 
and 
probable 


cause o£ defects and. whether repairs 
had been made to inside or outside 
of car; if hoppers not tightly closed, 
say how far open, whether open all 
the way across and whether all fast- 
enings present and in. good condition. 


"2. If pilferage, state fully reason 


for tfa-at conclusion and describe area 
and location of any depressions in the 
load. 
4'3. If reweighing at •destination, or 


m transit and car was neither defec- 
tive nor apparently pilfered, 
state 


why re weighed. 


"4. If any other cause, state facts 


as fully as possible." 


In filing the claim, the claimant 


should state fully how the destina- 
tion weight has been ascertained. If 
the car has "been weighed over a rail- 
road or private track scale, he should 
give the gross, tare (both stenciled 
and actual) and net weights and the 
date of weighing. "Where wagon scale 
weights have been, used" the claimant 
should specify the distant* 
of 
the 


scales used" from the car, whether all 
coal and coke -(including screenings) 
was unloaded and reweighed; whether 
the shipment was weighed as unload- 
ed or whether it was first dumped 
into a bin and then weighed out. On 
claims supported 
by wagon scale 


weights, the claimant is directed to 
furnish a certified statement of wag- 
on, scale weights giving gross, tare 
and net weights And the date of each 
load, 
"Where weight has been ascer- 


tained on the meusurment basis the 
claimant should state the details of 
the measurment and the number of 
cubic feet used as equivalent to a ton. 
"Where none of

estimated -weight is used, the cl-alra 
papers should state in detail the basis 
for such estimate.

Shortage of Labor or Excess of Capital 


From American Manufacturer/ 


Practically everyone speals of the 


condition as to employment being that 
of a "laoor shortage," a slight short- 
age at the present time with much 
promise oC there beins an acute short- 
age In tbe near future. 


It might be well to inquire whether 


the condition, present and prospective, j 
really inrolves a shortage of labor as' 
much as it involves an excess of | 
capital. 


It is quite true that the case of 


"labor shortage" can be made out very 
Msily by referring to the passenger 
moTement statistics. The matter has 
often been referred to in these col- 
umns. The figures show that in the 
two fiscal years ended June 30, 1914, 
the average excess of travel over de- 
partures, taking the entire movement 
of persons into and out of the country, 
was about 60,000 persons a month. A 
continuance of this movement would 
have increased the population, from 
July 1,1914, to date, five years, by 3,- 
600,000 persons, whereas the actual in- j 
crease has been only 200.000, whereby j 
there is what one may be pleased to j 
call a "deficit" of 
3,400,000. 
quite 


largely of persons who formerly came 
here to work for us. 


Against this view, however, it may 


be suggested that the world has en- 
tered into a new era. The "United 
States had no particular title to this | 
flow of immigration. One has no par-, 
ticular right to call the former conth- 1 
tion normal and the recent and present' 
condition abnormal. 
On a very long- 


range view one may rather consider 
the condition of people moving regu- 
larly from one country to another as 
abnormal. 


Itseems quite clear that if everyone 


were to produce and consume equally 
there could be neither 
excess 
nor 


shortage of either labor or emplo>-' 
ment. If there is a desire 
to 
buy j 


more than can be produced there must 
be excess funds somewhere, and such 
an excess may all be included in the 


term "capital" it the -word is used in 
its broadest sense. In 
that, sense 


those who oirn liberty bonds which 
iile bothe.lns them, burning a hole 
ui their pockets so to speak, 
have 


capital, and It is well 
known that 


much of this capital is 
being ex- 


changed 
for 
automobiles, 
player 


pianos, clothing beyond 
the 
indi- 


vidual's former habits, and the like. 
Obviously 
such 
a 
flow 
is 
only 


temporary. 


Defining "capital" in the stricter 


sense, monev that Is spent upon things 
yielding a financial return, it is "well 
recognized that there' is a great deal 
of this capital seeking investment. 
Now there is no standard guarantee 
in the United States that every time 
anybody has a hundred thousand or a 
million dollars that be wishes to con- 
vert into a building, a bridge, a fac- 
tory or a power plant, he can at once 
effect the conversion. Usually 
the 


thing has been possible but there is 
no guarantee that it must be possible 
every week in every year. There have 
been times when the capitalist with 
a million dollars reftised to convert 
it into any work of construction. In 
this "as1 m many other matters it is 
possible for the tables to be turned. 


Two things may readily be granted. 


(1) That the labor supply is small 
compared with the average of tie 
past; 2) That the supply of capital IB 
large compared with the average of 
the past. Neither the one nor the 
other can be picked out as the thing 
that is "abnormal." 
One cannot tell 


what is "normal" merely by averaging 
the past 
At any one time the real 


normal is the average of so many 
years past and so many years to come 
Those years to come we know nothing | 
about. Accordingly the fair view to • 
take is that at the present moment the 
condition is just as much that of an 
excess of capital ai, it is that of 
shortage oC labor.

'With the remodeling of-the Nation- 


al hotel at Mount Pleasant to mri.ke 
store rooms, one of the 'oldest hostel- 
ries in Western Pennsylvania and one 
rich in historic memories, passes out 
oC existence. The advent of prohibi- 
tion rendered H unprofitable to the 
proprietors so it was decided to con- 
vert the .building to make it suitable 
tor other business purposes. 


The hotel was in existence over 100 


years.before Mount Pleasant was in- 
corporated as a borough; in fact, its 
first license dates back to June 9. 
179S, and was granted by Governor. 
MifHin. It gave permi'ssion to the pro- 
prietor to sell "wine, rum, ale, elder 
and all other spiritous Honor," under 
the restriction not to allow gambling 
and drunkennass. A copy Ot this is 
still in existence. 


The first Inn established in Mount 


Pleasant was on the site of M. A. 
King's undertaking roome, along, what 
is known as the Robbstown and Som- 
erset Pike, the main thoroughfare to 
Washington 
from 
the 
West. , All 


Western Senators and 
Representa- 


tives passed through on their way to 
Congress making stops to secure 
fresh, norses at the inn. Alter a few 
years, the proprietor built the Na- 
tional hotel, at the corner of .Main 
and Church streets. It was when he 
took possession of this that the first 
license was issued, many believe. 
Many, of the most prominent men of 
American history "put tip'/ at .the ho- 
tel, eating and drinking and swapping 
stories while they waited for the 
horses lo be changed at the stable in 
the rear, where Fegs' garage now 
stands. Travel grew more and more 
extensive and in 1840 the large green 
stage coaches appeared. On-tbese rode 
an armed guard whose duty it was to 
repulse attacks from robbers. The 
commerce - wagon, of those days was 
known as tbe Conestoga. These also 
passed through Mount Pleasant on 
th«ir way -to and Irom the Eastern 
trading centers. Tbe traders were all 
entertained at the Mount Pleasant 
National Inn. 


A strict account of all wagons going 


• through was kept and one day all re- 
cords were broken, 101 having been 
counted. Needless to say that day was 
a busy one for the hotel. 


In 1867, Mount Pleasant became a 


locil option town and no licenses were 
issued again until 1894. In 1886 a 
new section was built on. to the hotel 
byW. J. HitcUman and W.B. Neel and 
when local, Sption ended in 1894 it was 
again licensed and continued in busi- 
ness until July 1, 1919. 


Th'e National Hotel property is oc- 


cupied by Mclntyre's pharmacy, the 
Elks club. C. H. Sherrick, District At-. 
torney N. A. Cort and .the hotel itself. 
Three store rooms are 
being built 


'.-/here the bar and dining room office 
used to be. For the present the rooms 
are being rented to transient travelers 
but it is not known what the perman- 
ent policy in regard to them will be. 


The last proprietor of the National 


Hotel was William Templeton, who 
died early year. Mrs. Templ.eton con- 
ducted the place .after her husband's 
death, relinquishing it July 1 of this 
year.
